farming, and make an easy living. What 
hardly keeps body and soul together in a 
city supports one luxuriously in Ens country; 

While a person with a moderate means <:an 
so invest them that quick and sin 
are assured. 

Home twenty-five years ago, Horace Ore* 
ly said : " Go west young man," and since 
then the thoroughfares in that direction 
have been crowded, and the iralrie 

hunting grounds of the red men hare been 
made Into populous States. One of the ef- 
fects has been that ;many localities In the 
Kast hare been drained of their young men, 
and with them their life and vigor. Land 
has fallen by half or more in value and yet 
begs for purchasers. This makes it 

easier to become a land-proprietor, while 

the markets close by call for a variety of 

product! at profitable prices. 
At the present time the most profitable 

breaches of; agriculture are those sp< 
ties which formerly were mere Incidents in 
the scheme of farming. Where, in old 
times, the farmer kept a few hens fo piece 
out the rather simple bill of fare, or to use 
their eggs for small barter at the count i V 

store, fortunss are m ade from this branch 

alone. A few berry bushes were permitted 
to grow in fence corners or Other out of the 
way places, to furnish material for the 
toothsome but dj now thou 

sands of acres are devoted to that industry, 
and the tolling millions of t he citv can have 
the luscious fruit on their tables. As to 
truck farming, which last year yielded 
CrODS to the value of seventy seven millions; 
in the Old farm garden a few Seven by nine 
foot beds for onions, beets, carrots, 
was all the attention given if. Twenty live 
or forty cabbage plants filled the cabbage 
patch in some corner, and with perhaps 
some fifty head of celery, furnished all tne 
green food the family had from ( • 
May. On truck farms the yield from 
various kinds of such truck now averages 

over one hundred dollars an acre, while in 

ordinary farming where grain is raised or 
dairying is followed, it, Is considered well to 
get a profit of |10 per acre. 

A great advantage in pursuing one oi 

these specialties is that a small amount ol 
money will be sufficient to begin with on 
ones own hook, or any amount can he put into 

it according to your means, A small farm 
Is best for truck, berry or grape raising. 
Enough land may be added to support a 
horse and onw, which would be about ten 
acres. A few acres of fine, easily-worked 
soil, would support a family in comfort 
leave something to be nut iii the bank 
acre of land well tilled and fertilized will 

yield more than three or four of the same 

SOil f not as Well tilled or fertilized. Again 
tWO CrOpS Can be raised from the same land 
in the same summer, thus doubling the 
yield. The ideal agriculturist is he who 
combines poultry raising with the truck 
and small fruits, changing the crops around 
year by year, so that the same kind of vege- 
table is not grown upon the same t wo 
in succession. The poultry is kept th 
one part of the farm, then on another, giv- 
ing the land fertility. Such a system is< 
a rotation of crons. Truck farming should 
be distinguished from market garde i 
in which the. green vegetables are sold from 
«lay to flay at retail as they grow 

enough. The market gardener needs to be 

very near t he city or in it, on very expensive' 
land, and goes to great expen mures 

and labor. He has to get two or < I 
a year ofT from his Land to make it pay. The 
farmer may live anywhere easily ac- 
cessible to some grs)d shipping station 
railroad, lie sells his crops generally to 
wholesalers or through com 
chants, and they are of a kind that will heal 

transportation and keep well. Good 

land for truck farming can be had as i 

Unary farming land three or six miles 

from the city.
